Laboratory  Facilities.  There  are  two  in  the  Area  -  The  County 
Laboratory  and  that  connected  w ith  the  Royal  Devon  & 

Exeter  Hospital. 

Hospitals .  The  old  Joint  Board  Isolation  Hospital  has  now 
been  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the 
reception  of  recovery  cases.  Belmont  Hospital  the  converted 
workhouse  is  now  a  chronic  sick  hospital  also  with  part 
accommodation,  in  the  Exeter  &  Mid  Devon  Hospital  Grpup. 
Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  'Whip ton  Isolation  Hospital  ‘where 
accommodation  is  always  adequate.. 

Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  dea.ls  with  Surgical, 

Medical  and  Maternity  cases.  There  are  50  beds,  II  of 
which  are  devoted  to  Maternity  cases.  Bookings  are  carried 
out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m. 
at  the  hospital. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  now  held  at  the  above 
Hospital  twice  monthly.

REPORT  OP  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
to  the  Borough  of  Tiverton 
1st  January  to  31st  December,  1954.

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Tiverton  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  ninth  Annual  Report  in 
connection  with  duties  carried  out  during  the  year  1954. 

Towards  the  end  of  1954  the  number  of  applicants  on  the 
Housing  List  had  been  reduced  to  215,  of  which  number  30  were 
applicants  without  separate  homes. 

Slum  Clearance.  Alderman  Ford  (Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee)  together  with  members  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Sub¬ 
committee  completed  the  inspection  of  two  hundred  and  forty-four 
houses  during  the  period  under  review.  Each  of  these  houses  has 
been  individually  inspected,  a  very  considerable  time  having  been 
devoted  to  the  purpose. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection.  Following  my. usual  practice,  I  again 
carried  out  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  inspection  of  all  animals 
at  the  Counci lfs  abattoir,  a  total  of  4855  animals.  Approximately 
5-g-  tons  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  The  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
is  little  different  from  the  previous  year  and  is  low  compared  with 
the  figures  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

67  Visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  and  approximately  16  cwts. 
of  foodstuffs  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply. 

(1)  The  water  supply  for  the  Town  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

(2)  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  at  regular 
monthly  intervals  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply. 

Water  from  the  Allers  supply  (source  springs  at  Norwood 
Common,  supplemented  by  pumping  from  River  Exe)  is  both 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  Water  from  the  Warn i combo  supply 
is  only  chlorinated. 

(3)  The  waters  have  no  plumb 0 -solvent  action. 

(4)  No  contamination  during  year. 

(5)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  and  population 
supplied  from  public  mains  are  3,178  houses,  11,123  population. 
The  water  is  piped  in  direct  to  approximately  2,679  houses, 
whilst  approximately  499  houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  stand 
pipes.  These  latter  houses  being  situated  principally  in  Courts 
A  further  165  houses,  population  357  are  without  piped  supplies

Mr.  Luxon  carried  out  systematic  inspect ions  of  the  various 
premises  in  the  Borough  including  253  agricultural  properties 
and  570  business  properties. 

A  total  of  78  treatments  were  carried  out  in  the  area. 

The  gin  trap  again  proved  its  worth  and  has  been  largely 
instrumental  in  keeping  the  built  up  area  of  the  Town  free 
from  rats.
